Long legal road to 
medical marijuana 

Illinois officials said they 
mailed the required ID cards 
Oct. 30 to qualifying patients, 
whose numbers have ciimbed 
to about 3,300-stili well be- 
low the number that many 
people in the fledgling indus- 
try say is needed to make the 
business viable in Illinois. 

State workers were expected 
to work through the weekend 
to finish setting up a computer 
database of patients and care- 
givers that dispensaries must 
use to track where patients 
buy their cannabis and how 
much, so that patients cannot 
exceed the legai limit of 214 
ounces every two weeks. 

Additional dispensaries are 
expected to be authorized to 
open by the end of the year, 
with a totai of 18 grow houses 
and 60 dispensaries autho- 
rized to operate under the 
state's four-year pilot program, 
scheduled to end in 2018. 

The state’s Medical Cannabis 
Pilot Program, which former 
Gov. Pat Quinn signed into iaw 
in August 2013, was designed 
by lawmakers to be more 
stringent than other states 
that were earlier to legalize 
the drug for medical purpos- 
es. Those seeking to become 
qualified patients, for exampie, 
must not only get proof from 
a doctor that they have one 
of about 40 qualifying con- 
ditions, but they must also 
submit fingerprints and get 
criminal background checks- 
measures that critics calied 
heavy-handed and one cause 
of the program's slow start. 

When Gov. Rauner’s admin- 
istration took over the process 
of approving the licenses for 
growers and seiiers, it led to 
further delays as Rauner’s of- 
fice said it has to undertake 
a legal review of the pro- 
cess after a lawsuit was fiied 
chailenging the procedures 
Quinn’s administration had 
used. -R.M.

Illinois’ medical marijuana dispensaries opened 
their doors Monday and have begun processing 
patients who will receive the first batches of the 
drug under the state’s four-year pilot programs. 

At EarthMed, a dispensary in Addison, the first 
patient to legally purchase pot, Chris Favela, 19, 
emerged with a small, opaque canister of a strain 
called Grape God. He paid S180 for about nine 
grams of the marijuana. 

“I think it’s fantastic,” Favela, of Itasca, said of 
the program. “It’s going to help patients that are 
suffering. I take a lot of medication and if this re- 
duces it. ... I’m a fan.” 

Favela hopes the drug will relieve muscle 
spasms he has as a result of multiple sclerosis. 

The long-delayed program has not been with- 
out early glitches, though. Some patients were 
turned away from EarthMed because they were 
not registered as customers there. 

One such patient was Ryan Flannigan, 24, who 
has spinal arthritis and muscular dystrophy and 
walks with a cane. 

“It’s depressing. I was hoping to get my help to- 
day. I’ve been waiting two years for this moment. 
It’s horrible,” said Flannigan, of Palos Heights, 
who said he moved to Colorado for three months 
so he could access marijuana there. He moved 
back to Illinois in anticipation of the state’s med-

ical pot debut. 

Patients who were turned away had apparently 
been approved to use the drug and had patient 
ID cards. But once patients and caregivers re- 
ceive their cards, they must register online to use 
a particular dispensary and that can take at least 
24 hours to process. Some patients and caregivers 
only received their ID cards in the mail Friday or 
Saturday 

Up to eight dispensaries were expected to open 
Monday, including several in the Chicago area, 
after state regulators gave cultivation centers the 
go-ahead to start shipping the drug to the retailers 
late last week. 


The Addison dispensary and four others con- 
firmed they have inventory and were prepared to 
open Monday, according to the Medical Cannabis 
Alliance of Illinois. The other dispensaries are in 
suburban of Mundelein and in downstate Canton, 
Marion and Quincy Others are planned to open 
Tuesday in North Aurora and Ottawa. 

In Mundelein midday Monday a crowd of more 
than too was waiting outside The Cfinic Mun- 
delein dispensary when Ben Colver opened its 
doors, greeted by applause as he welcomed the 
first set of clients. 

“This is an historic day in the state of Illinois,” 
said Colver, CEO of Green Thumb Industries, 
the firm behind The Clinic. “What we’ve gone 
through {to open] is nothing compared to what 
the patients have gone through.” 

Second in line outside The Cfinic was Edwin 
Schlesser, who drove from Streamwood to pur- 
chase medication that he said is preferable to the 
narcotics prescribed to him for a spinal condition. 

“My doctor was actually proud of me for never 
taking the pain pfils,” said Schlesser, expressing 
worries about addiction. 

“This is God’s natural gift to us right here,” he 
said, holding up a sealed vial of cannabis that he 
intended to use as soon as he got home. “It was 
a long process [to acquire it], but it’s a great day”

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Ride-share nightmare: 
Kicked out by a driver 


There’s no doubt 
about it. Ride-sharing 
companies like Uber 
and Lyft have gained 
increasing popularity 
in Chicago over the 
past few years. Which 
means many of us have 
undeniably experi- 
enced something out 
of the ordinary during 
our travels. RedEye 
reporter Heather 
Schroering has her fair 
share of interesting ride-sharing stories. 

“I’ve had incredibly meaningful conversa- 
tions with drivers. I’ve had siUy drivers, such 
as Jim, who drove the Jim-ousine.’ I’ve had a 
weirdo who parked his car and came into the 
Empty Bottle with my friends and me. Occa- 
sionally rU have a memorable driver, for better 
or worse, and when I say worse, I mean it. 

“One late evening in April, a friend and I 
split a ride back to our apartments. Our driver 
was a younger guy who seemed nice enough 
when it was the three of us in the car. I asked 
him if he’d had any crazy passengers before, 
and he mentioned backseat pukers and other 
usual weekend suspects. Immediately after 
dropping my friend off, he suddenly remem- 
bered another story According to him, on 
more than one occasion have women offered 
to give him hand jobs if he ended the trip early 
to save them money ‘Do you do it?’ I asked. 
‘Well, sure. YOLO.’ Charming. 

‘And then there was Robert, a grumpy 
middle-aged malcontent who picked me up on 
an equally abysmal day Robert hated driving 
for Lyft and Uber and hated taking directions 
from both passenger and GPS. And he hated 
me. I was headed to a friend’s apartment near 
WrigleyviUe on a cold, rainy June afternoon 
when there was a Cubs game. He didn’t need 
the address because he ‘doesn’t look at his 
phone while he’s driving.’ I offered to direct 
him, and he scowled. ‘You can just take a left 
onto Waveland up here,’ I interrupted. He ig- 
nored me and drove toward a cluster of traffic. 


‘No problem, there’s an alley right here you 
can turn down to avoid all this traffic,’ I said. 

‘I don’t drive down alleys,’ he snapped. He said 
he only drives on main roads to avoid destroy- 
ing his tires. 

‘After a few minutes of sitting in traffic, 
he whipped his car around and backtracked 
toward Waveland Avenue. Half joking, I 
asked him if the road was suitable enough for 
him. He slammed on his brakes, said he was 
canceling the ride and demanded I get out of 
the car. ‘I don’t have to deal with overbearing 
tbleepls, like you.’ Unfortunately for Robert, 
his inability to take directions (and be a polite 
human) cost him money (and maybe his driver 
privileges after my customer service call). 

I kindly told him to [bleep] off and walked 
across the street to my destination.” 

So what do you do if you’re ever in a situa- 
tion like that? Uber and Lyft both offer cus- 
tomers staff support 24/7 as well as a two-way 
rating system that allows riders to rate their 
drivers on a 5-star scale and vice versa. Drivers 
for both services are screened before they are 
allowed to drive for their ride-sharing service. 

“In order to partner with Uber, you must 
be at least 21 years old, have a valid driver’s 
license, personal insurance and vehicle reg- 
istration. All Uber driver-partners must also 
pass an extensive background check before 
beginning to drive,” Uber spokeswoman 
Brooke Anderson said. 

Lyft spokeswoman Mary Caroline Pruitt 
said Lyft is real people driving real people. 

“We strive to maintain a strong, welcoming 
community of both passengers and drivers, 
which I truly believe results in some inspira- 
tional, crazy and interesting driver stories,” 
Pruitt said. 

Whether your ride-share experience is 
crazy funny creepy or inspirational, the safety 
of both passengers and drivers should continue 
to be the main priority for these companies. 
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THOUSANDS ARE HOMELESS IN CHICAGO, 

AND NOT ALL OF THEM LIVE ON THE STREETS

TJ. Kiser has always had a roof over his head, but his name hasn’t always been on 
the mailbox.* More than 130,000 Chicagoans live with family or friends because 
of economic hardship, according to the Chicago Coalition for the Homeless. The 
federal government, however, does not classify these people as homeless. 


Kiser, 28, was in that gray area when he chose 
to stay with friends after his roommates sud- 
denly moved out and then he lost his job in 2012. 

The former Chipotle employee did not 
want to move back home with his parents 
because of his and their different lifestyles, 
so he asked friends if he could sleep on their 
couches. 

“I left my apartment with my bag and my 
guitar, and I just couch-surfed off everybody’s 
good wUl,” Kiser said. 

With no job and nowhere to live, Kiser 
stayed with friends for weeks until he could 
get back on his feet. 

“I tried to only stay at some places for two 
or three nights,” Kiser said. “One place was six 
nights, but another place was only one night. 
Eventually, a friend let me stay at their place.” 

Kiser said he didn’t have money to give his 
hosts for bills or rent. 

“I was trying not to spend money ... I gave 
people art, I drew them pictures {as pay- 


ment],” he said. 

Kiser’s situation is not uncommon. 

DEFINING ‘HOMELESSNESS’ 

The Chicago Coalition for the Homeless, 
which uses four sources including Chicago 
Public Schools data to count families with- 
out a permanent residence, estimated there 
were 125,848 homeless Chicagoans during the 
2014-15 school year. 

The federal government does not consider 
most of these people homeless. 

In 2014, a “point-in-time count” during a 
single night in January of Chicago’s homeless 
population found 5,329 people in homeless 
shelters and another 965 unsheltered resi- 
dents, according to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

While people living on the street may be 
the most visible type of homeless group, they 
make up only a small percentage of the city’s 
homeless population, said Eithne McMe- 


namin, associate director of policy at the Chi- 
cago Coalition for the Homeless. 

“We know where there are concentrations 
of folks on the street: Lower Wacker, Wilson 
and Lawrence {avenues}, and the Belmont 
and Kedzie underpass,” McMenamin said. 
“We know where street homelessness is visi- 
ble, but that doesn’t mean that there are fewer 
homeless {people].” 

McMenamin said the HUD point-in-time 
estimates do not count people without per- 
manent homes, many ofwhom are entire fam- 
ilies “doubled-up” with friends or relatives. 

The HUD census numbers indicate street 
homelessness is down, but McMenamin said 
homelessness is on the rise, according to the 
CCH numbers. 

‘STREET PEOPLE ... SHELTER 
FOLKS’ AND THOSE LACKING 
FIXED ADDRESSES 

“There are two different definitions of home- 
lessness. It’s not just street people or shelter 
folks. We consider it anyone lacking a fixed 
address,” McMenamin said. “... If it’s you and 
your sister and your two kids and her two kids 
in a one-bedroom apartment, then there is no 
stability there. Often what we see is folks dou- 
ble up and end up on the street or in shelters. 
Welcomes get worn out, tensions arise and 
people can only house one another for so long.” 

According to the CCH, families made 


up half of Chicago’s homeless population, 
including more than 48,000 homeless chil- 
dren with parents and another 12,000 people 
younger than 21 without parents or guardians. 

The CCH estimates there are more than 
64,000 homeless adults, about 46 percent of 
the total homeless population. 

Kiser fell into that category and said he 
considered himself homeless when he was 
couch-surfing. 

“I told people that I was homeless because 
I didn’t have a house of my own,” Kiser said. 
“That is how I felt. I didn’t sleep on the street, 
but it felt like I was homeless.” 

McMenamin said that nationally a lot of 
resources have been dedicated to veterans 
and the chronically homeless, but “we are see- 
ing increases in family homelessness. ... There 
are fewer resources for famUies who may need 
bigger units.” 

In Chicago, the number of families with- 
out homes has been on the rise since the re- 
cession because of the foreclosure crisis, Mc- 
Menamin said. 

“More renters were impacted than home- 
owners,” she said. “Many multi-unit buildings 
ended up getting foreclosed on, and folks 
would lose their housing. The rental market 
was getting squeezed because people were 
losing the homes they owned, prices rose on 
rental housing.”

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The man behind the sign 


Being ‘homeless’ does not 
always mean ‘unemployed’ 


Ulysses White shows the signs of 
the times — six of them, in fact. 

The 54-year-old homeless man 
sits on a milk crate at the corner 
of Michigan Avenue and Wacker 
Drive. He holds a cardboard sign 
that tells his story and props up 
several others that thank passersby 
for their generosity 

White said his troubles started 
when he lost his job nearly three 
years ago. The former nurses aide 
moved in with his mother but was 
forced onto the streets when she 
passed away 

White is now one of more than 
5,000 homeless people in Chicago 
who live on the street or in a shelter. 

Like many homeless people. 


White said he could not find a job 
and now has to beg for money His 
cardboard signs, featuring hand- 
lettered messages in various colors, 
help him generate some income 
until he can find employment. 

“They do background checks, 
and that messed me up,” White 
said. “I got in some trouble down- 
state, and that messed me up.” 

White said he does not have 
enough money for a permanent 
residence and prefers sleeping on 
the street or the Blue Line to the 
city’s homeless shelters. 

Eithne McMenamin, associate 
director of policy at the Chicago 
Coalition for the Homeless, said 
many homeless people prefer stay- 


ing on the street to shelters, which 
she noted were never designed to 
be permanent residences. 

“It really does vary from person 
to person. At some point, in all 
likelihood, someone on the street 
has spent time in a shelter,” McMe- 
namin said. “People often don’t feel 
safe at shelters. When they gather 
on the street, they are often with an 
encampment and feel safer because 
they aren’t sleeping by themselves. 
It’s possible they had a bad experi- 
ence at a shelter. Maybe they have 
been robbed. They form commu- 
nities so they can look out for each 
other. If someone has to leave to go 
run an errand or go to the doctor, 
someone can watch their things.” 


Just because a homeless person is 
asking for spare change at a busy 
intersection or outside a Loop train 
station doesn’t mean they are unem- 
ployed. 

Many homeless people in Chi- 
cago have jobs— often part-time or 
seasonal work— but still don’t make 
enough money for a permanent 
home, said Eithne McMenamin, as- 
sociate director of policy at the Chi- 
cago Coalition for the Homeless. 

“Many homeless people do work,” 
McMenamin said. “Maybe they are 
selling Sun-Times, sweeping up or 
doing odd jobs somewhere. It may 
be that they have some benefits, 
including disability or Social Secu- 
rity It’s not that they don’t have any 


income at all, just not enough to 
support an actual residence.” 

And not everyone asking for 
money on the street is homeless. 

Near Michigan Avenue and IlH- 
nois Street, a man sits with a large 
cardboard sign asking for money 
The South Sider, who asked not 
to be identified, explained that he 
is not homeless but is a seasonal 
worker who doesn’t have enough 
consistent income to support his lO 
children. He said his sign helps him 
make S40 to $50 per day 

The man said he sees a lot of peo- 
ple asking for money on the week- 
end to earn extra income.

TIME TO TAKE STOCIC 


U. OF I. FIRES 
ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 
AMID YEAR OF 
CONTROVERSY

After months of upheaval in the University of 
lUinois athletic department, the school has 
fired athletic director Mike Thomas. 

Interim Chancellor Barbara Wilson said 
a change in leadership was needed after the 
final report from a university-hired indepen- 
dent investigation was released Monday that 
showed extensive mistreatment of players by 
former head football coach Tim Beckman. 

The report showed no misconduct by 
Thomas, and his release was described as a 
no-cause dismissal. 

“It’s time to put the distractions of these 
past months behind us and to put the focus 


back on the success of our athletics programs,” 
said Wilson, who praised Thomas’ leadership 
through difficult times. “It is time to take 
stock about what we’ve learned through this 
process and boldly move forward.” 

Thomas will be paid $2. 5 million for the 
remainder of his contract, which ran through 
2019. Wilson said the buyout money will 
come from the athletic department budget 
and win not affect academics. 

Senior associate athletic director Paul 
Kowalczyk will be the interim director, effec- 
tive immediately Kowalczyk has been at Illi- 
nois since 2012. 

The athletic department has faced scandal 
and criticism since the spring, mainly focused 
on coaches whom Thomas hired after his ar- 
rival in Champaign in 2011. 

Seven former women’s basketball play- 
ers filed a $10 million racial discrimination 


lawsuit, several football players alleged player 
mistreatment by Beckman, who was subse- 
quently fired, and a women’s soccer player 
sued the school alleging medical mistreatment 
of concussions. 

The Franczek Radelet report outlined that 
Beckman encouraged players to compete 
through injuries or return too quickly from 
them. The report found coach “interference 
with player reports of injuries to athletic 
trainers and doctors through demeaning criti- 
cism in public settings,” a “failure to defer to 
physician decisions” and pressuring of the 
sports medical staff 

According to the report, Beckman often 
berated players with derogatory terms for 
seeking medical attention. 

Under Beckman, there was an unusual 
amount of turnover for athletic trainers, 
some of whom left because of feeling uncom- 


fortable with Beckman’s tactics and pressure 
he put on them to quickly return players to 
the field. 

The report notes players were reluctant to 
be interviewed. A hundred people were in- 
terviewed, including 76 “witnesses,” but only 
24 were players, with just 13 of those current 
players. More than 200,000 documents were 
reviewed. 

In a statement released Monday by the 
university, Thomas said: “I understand the 
administration’s decision to turn the page and 
turn the focus of this organization back on the 
success and welfare of our student-athletes. ... 
I am honored to have served in this role for the 
past four years and I am proud of the accom- 
plishments of our students during this time - 
on and off of the field.”

The president of the University of Missouri 
System and the head of its flagship campus 
resigned Monday with the football team and 
others on campus in open revolt over what 
they saw as indifference toward racial tensions 
at the school. 

President Tim 
Wolfe said his resigna- 
tion was effective im- 
mediately He made 
the announcement at 
the start of what had

end of the year and shift into a position lead- 
ing research efforts at the school. 

The complaints had come to a head a day 
earlier, after at least 30 black football play- 
ers announced that they would not play until 
the president was gone. Another student had 
been on a hunger strike for a week. 

Wolfe took “full responsibility for [the] 


frustration” students had expressed and said 
their anger and frustration were “clear” and 
“real.” 

“This is not, I repeat, not the way change 
should come about,” he said, 
alluding to recent protests, in 
a halting statement that was 
simultaneously apologetic, 
clumsy and defiant, also saying, 

“We stopped listening to each 
other.” 

He urged students, faculty 
and staff to use the resignation 
“to heal and start talking again 
to make the changes necessary” 

Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon said 
Wolfe’s resignation was a nec- 
essary step toward “heaHng and 
reconciliation” at the school. 

In the aftermath of Wolfe’s 
resignation, university officials 
said the football team will re- 
sume its regular activities. It 
will resume practicing Tuesday, 
as it typically does. 

For months, black student groups have 
complained of racial slurs and other slights on 


the overwhelmingly white flagship campus of 
the state’s four-college system. Frustrations 
flared during a homecoming parade Oct. 10 
when black protesters blocked Wolfe’s car and 
he did not get out and talk to 
them. That protest was bro- 
ken up by police. 

Black members of the foot- 
ball team joined the outcry 
Saturday By Sunday, a campus 
sit-in had grown in size, grad- 
uate student groups planned 
walkouts and politicians be- 
gan to weigh in. 

A statement issued by foot- 
ball coach Gary Pinkel and 
Missouri athletic director 
Mack Rhoades linked the re- 
turn of the protesting football 
players to the end of a hunger 
strike by Jonathan Butler, a 
black graduate student who 
began the effort Nov 2 and 
had vowed not to eat until 
Wolfe was no longer president. After Wolfe’s 
announcement, Butler said in a tweet that his 
strike was over.

Not in his house 

Cam Newton takes protecting his 
team’s home turf seriously. The Carolina 
quarterback ripped down a Green Bay 
fan’s sign at Bank of America Stadium 
on Sunday, later explaining it by say- 
ing, “You’re not about to sit up here and 
sell a Whopper at no McDonald’s, you 
know what I’m saying?”

Now in its sixth year, the 
benefit will be held in Chicago for the first 
time, where he plans on performing an acous- 
tic tribute to “Everything in Transit.” 


Qliviously “Everything in Transit” is a speciai 
album for you, as it’s the first you wrote 
and reieased under the Jack’s Mannequin 
moniker. When “The Giass Passenger” 
was reieased in 2008 , it was cieariy about 
your experiences with ieukemia and your 
ihecovery. How come you chose to go with a 
30 [o acoustic performance of “Everything in 
Transit” for this performance? 

[’Tiverything in Transit” has] obviously been 
a well-loved record for Jack’s Mannequin and 
launched that project for me. I think the fact 
that it was so deeply tied to my diagnosis. 
Itiey first found my cancer right around the 
rime I was finishing the album, “Everything 
iiiTransit,” and then the year I spent in 
recovery, a lot of it was geared toward getting 
healthy enough to actually play that record. 

It seemed like a fitting event that for the 
I Ci-year anniversary of “Transit” and the 
I D-year of my remission that we would get to 
pLly this record for fans from start to finish. 

You’ve clearly grown a lot since singing lyr- 
ks like “[Bleep] you, Jordan” (off Something 
Cwporate’s “if You C Jordan”). How much of 
ihat is shaped by what you’ve been through, 
most recently becoming a dad? 

^>u know, I think since back in the day writ- 
ing songs for Something Corporate— it was 
mj" high school band— I’m really just trying to 
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chart [what] was my personal evolution. You 
chart the path of what Hfe is kind of hringing 
my way on any particular day or month or 
year or whatever it is. So you have songs hke 
“If You C Jordan” about being bullied in high 
school and trying to fight back with words. 
And then the classic Something Corporate 
songs like “Punk Rock Princess,” those things 
are maybe a little more catty but are very true 
to the life of a 17-year-old kid in high school. 

I think you get engrossed in a subject matter 
for the record because that’s what happened 
to you, and you sort of move into different 
phases of fife. Y)u take on your experiences. 

... You try to five a good life and you try to stay 
inspired and those are the things that end up 
in these records. 

With your most recent album [2014’s “An- 
drew McMahon in the Wilderness”], did you 
struggle to not write an entire album about 
your daughter? 

You know, it’s funny, there are these 
things as a writer or a creative person that 
sometimes you get a little afraid of how you 
dive into them and do it justice. So when I 
started writing this record and the entire 
process of writing the album, my wife was 
pregnant other than [at] the very, very end. 

... But as you write, as I did with this record, 
I just wrote a lot of music that got thrown 
away I started a lot of songs. The thing for 
me that I gravitate toward are the most 
honest things. ... [My daugher] showed up 
in the album, but I think like all things that 
wasn’t the only thing going on in my life. I 
was also in the middle of this huge change 
in the way I approached making music and 
executing the business of my life and my 
career. I think those things became very ap- 
parent in the lyrics on this record. 

So I actually met you a few years ago, I think 
2011, at a rooftop concert in Los Angeles. 
When I approached you, I told you the last 
time I had seen you perform was way back 
with Something Corporate. I believe you 
referred to me as an “old-school” fan. I’m 
obviously not the only one. Do you get a lot 
of fans that come up to you and say they’ve 
been following you since Something Corpo- 
rate? 

Absolutely It’s a pretty common conversa- 
tion at these shows. To some extent having 
this record and this song be a success has 
brought, I think, a lot of people back to the 
music that maybe drifted off I go out after 
just about every show and say hi to whoever 
is hanging out and waiting for an autograph. 

... I definitely have these moments at the end 
of the night where you sort of pinch yourself 
and go, “Wow, I always wanted to do this. I al- 
ways wanted to make music. I always wanted 
to mean something to people.” ... It feels like 
something bigger than I expected it to be.

Likewise, I had a friend come up to me dur- 
ing Riot Fest this year and tell me he had no 
idea you were still making music post- Jack’s 
Mannequin. Do you ever get fans who figure 
it out and are like, “I had no idea that you 
were still making music?” 

Yeah, especially at the radio festivals and 
some of the other festival shows. There are 
even moments onstage when you see it cfick- 
ing for people. I’ll bring out an old song and 


they’ll be kind of confused and they’ll talk to 
their friends and be like, “Ohhh, that’s the 
guy!” So yeah, I definitely [had people come 
up to me}. ... I lived what feels fike a lot of 
lives in a relatively short period of time. I’ve 
been really blessed to do a ton of things and a 
handful of projects. I want those things to all 
live in one space. 

How pissed do fans get at you when you 
don’t play “Konstantine” in concert? 

I mean, often. The anger over it, I think, has 
diminished because I think people under- 
stand that it’s not happening. The requests 
have died down quite a bit. I mean, I stiU hear 
it regularly ... I think people understand why 
I don’t. I feel hke I made a pretty strong case 
for why I don’t. I don’t fike leaving a song that 
people love off the setHst, but being that it’s 
the length of three songs, it’s just a really hard 
thing when on any given night you have 15 to 
18 songs to play, and on an opening set even 
less, to commit, you know, more than 10 per- 
cent of your sethst to an old song that doesn’t 
mean as much as it once did. 

You’ve been a musician for a long time, 
your music has been featured in movie 
trailers and you even wrote three songs for 
“Smash,” one of which earned you an Emmy 
nomination. What’s next on your to-do list? 

A rock opera, maybe? 

I mean, there’s a loose plan to do work on a 


musical. Those things take years, and as busy 
as I am and as [busy as] the collaborator that 
I would work with is at the time, it would 
take awhile. But that’s like a pet project 
that’s circling. But I’ll be honest, there’s so 
much energy and drive and necessary inspira- 
tion for keeping my music career alive and 
having this moment where it’s going well, I 
think my biggest motivation is to keep this 
train rolling and to make another record with 
really great songs that can reach as many 
people as possible. ... The more I venture out 
into other things, those are always fun and 
they help sort of replenish and inspire you in 
a way that is unique and different and does 
help to keep your battery life strong, [so to] 
speak. I think my big motivation now is to go 
make another record and make it better than 
the last one. 

You set the bar really high. 

That’s why we do this. We [have] got to try 
and set high bars and beat them. But I feel 
really strong, and I feel really excited about 
that. The tours have been strong. In a weird 
way, I feel like I’ve been given not even just 
a second chance, but like a third chance. I 
think more than anything, I learned over the 
years if you don’t seize on those things they 
can fade quickly My objective is to seize the 
opportunity and really just keep going.
